Chicago Husband Takes Case Against 
Forest Home Cemetery Before U. 8. 
Supreme Tribunal on Appeal. 


Washington, D. C., May 7.—[{Special.j— 
Whether Chicago cemeteries are violating 
the constitution of the United States tn ex- 
cluding negroes from burial is a question 
that will be decided by the Supreme court 
in. consequence of an appeal flied today by 
J@an B. Gaskill, a Chicago col man. 

Gaskill buried four children in Fore 
Home cemetery between 1890 and 1906. In 
1912 his wife died, but the cemetery company 
refused him the burial privilege-as a result | 
of a rule it had adopted in 1907 excluding 
negroes. 

Mandamus proceedings were brought 
against the company by Gaskill, but Judge 
McGoorty dismissed his“petition. This de- 
cision was affirmed by the Iilinols Supreme 
court. Gaskill then appealed to the federal 
Supreme court while the body of his wife 
Hes in the receiving vault of Waidheim ceme- 
tery awaiting permanent burial.

In spite of the “ yellow 
journalism ” of which Private Banker Cole 
of Bushnell, DL, spoke with such decorous 
apd whiskered indignation (undoubtedly Mr. 
Cole has the side variety temperamentally, 
whether physically or not), and in spite of 
the collapse of uninspected and unregulated 
institutions using the word “ bank,” in spite 
of scandal, and in spite of expostulation, the 
progress of this particular reform is the most 
placid, glacierlike movement known to leg- 
islation. 
THE TRAIL OF THE QUACE. 

There will always be people who will pre- 
fer the crooked highway to the straight and 
narrow path in both the legal and medical 
professions. The quack doctor and the 
shyster lawyer will always find gullible per- 
sons to prey on in spite of all efforte made to 
discredit and eliminate them. 

Nevertheless the action of 500 leading 
surgeons in founding the American College 
of Surgery, with headquarters in Chicago, 
will go a long ways toward protecting the 
public. This institution will act as an ex- 
amining body and will issue certificates to 
practice surgery only to those practitioners 
who are properly qualified. While this body 
hae no legal power to eliminate the bungler 
or quack, it furnishes the public with a stand- 
ard by which to distinguish between the 
quack end the reputable surgeon.

Specializes on Comforts. 

The fight against the high cost of living 
seems to be waged largely against the grocer, 
the butcher, and baker. In going back and 
forth on the elevated trains I see much bed- 
ding out.on the lines to be aired. Most of 
the comforts are of the ready made varieties. 
One rarely if ever sees the old fashioned, 
home made, large-enough-to-be-tucked+in kind. 
I find one can piece tops out of scraps of 
goods and out of old waists and skirts, and 
make good comforts. One can easily he 
knotted tn a couple of hours. Also pretty 
cotton tops and cotton batts can be bought 
for very little money. At the top of my 
comforts I put a strip of flour sacks or cheese 
cloth about eighteen inches wide to keep the 
top from getting soiled. .
